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LINDER GOES WILD AGAIN 

Georgia’s irresponsible and irre- 
pressible commissioner of agricul- 
ture, the Hon. Tom Linder, author 
some months ago of the amazing 
Statement that “if the yoke of re- 
publicanism cannot be thrown off 
any other way, Georgia can secede 
from the Union,” maintains his 
record for making unwise and dan- 
gerous utterances when, in replying 
to the demand that fees collected 
by his department be put in the 
State treasury, he says: ‘‘What’s 
the use of talking about nothing 
when there are so many big things 
going on?” 

The commissioner does not real- 
ize that nothing could be more se- 
rious nor more fundamentally nec- 
essary to the welfare of the state 
government than a correct account- 
ing and checking of all moneys re- 
ceived and expended by the state. 

In order that a safe and busi- 
nesslike handling of the state’s rev- 
enues may be assured, the law spe- 
cifically provides that all moneys 
received by any department must 
be promptly turned into the treas- 
ury—and yet the public today does 


not know, and there seems to be 
no way to find out, how much 
money that should be in the state 
treasury is in the hands of the com- 
missioner of agriculture. 

Mr. Linder may not think so, but 
such a situation is fraught with the 
possibility of very serious conse- 
quences. Naturally he does not 
want to talk about it, if he has 
made up his mind to defy the law

THE GOVERNOR’S DUTY 

In a forceful statement, appear- 
ing elsewhere in this issue, former 
Congressman William H. Fleming, of 
Augusta, holds that it is clearly the 
duty of the Governor to call an 
extra session of the legislature fol- 
lowing the failure of the last regu- 
lar session to adopt an appropria- 
tions bill. 

Mr. Fleming is an outstanding 
constitutional authority. 

He emphasizes that not only does 
the constitution obligate the Gov- 
ernor to call the general assembly 
in special session when such an 
emergency as now exists arises, but 
that it specifically seeks to guard 
against the executive, or any other 
branch of the government, infring- 
ing upon the rights and powers of 
the legislature or the judicial 
branches. 

Thus Governor Talmadge in his 
stubborn refusal to call the genéral 
assembly in special session to cope 
with the emergency arising from 
the lack of an appropriations bill 
to cover the operations of the state 
during the present year, not only 
is violating an obligation placed 
upon him by the constitution, but 
in attempting to operate the state 
without an appropriations bill is act- 
ing in further defiance of the con- 
stitution by attempting to perform 
a duty specifically placed upon the 
legislative branch of the state gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Fleming fears that the Gov- 
ernor is not only planning to com- 
bine in himself both executive and 
legislative functions, but further to 
“shut his eyes to what the judi- 
ciary may have to say after the 
coup has been executed.” 

If the Governor has any such 
plan in mind, it will prove, in the 
long run, to be the greatest mis- 
take he ever made. 

That an emergency exists even 
the Governor admits. The consti- 
tution clearly and specifically points 
the way to meet such an emergency 
and, by inference at least, warns 
that if this step is not taken the 
executive will be infringing upon 
the prerogatives of the legislative 
bianch of the government. 

The duty of the Governor is as 
clear now as former Congressman 
Fleming cites it has been since the 
adjournment of the last session of 
the legislature. If he does not live 
up to that duty, he will have only 
himself to blame when he finds him- 
self in the inevitable morass of pub- 
lic disapproval, governmental uncer- 
tainty and legal battles.

World’s Window

Water Service in Desert. 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt.—The Ital- 
ians at El Sollum on the Egypt-Lib- 
yan border, have no water. They must 
cross into the British lines to get a 
supply at the wells of Ramla. ‘They 
come on Wednesday and Mondays. 
Two months ago it took them a few 
hours, once a week to tank up. Now 
it takes a full 24 hours. This means 
that their forces have quadrupled in 
Libya. Five motorized divisions, one 
of them a famous Alpine corps, and 
all five composed of white men from 
Italy, are camped beyond the thick 
barbed-wire fence which separates the 
British and Italian lines. They sig- 
nalled at dawn by means of a whi'te 
flag that they wanted to come over. 
Some portable sections of the barbed- 
wire fence were removed and the pro- 
cession for the well began, an Egyp- 
tian patrol in the lead and a few 
British non-commissioned officers 
watching that none of the Italians 
were armed. There was not. the 
slightest show of  unfriendliness. 
Everything went business-like and 
matter-of-fact. No movie operators 
around, so no hurrahs for the Duce 
either. 


Half an hour later an Italian bat- 
tle plane roared over head. It flew 
along the fence at no greater height 
than 150 yards. British soldiers 
watched the machine more out of 
curiosity than suspicion. The tar- 
paulins were not taken off the muzzies 
of the anti-aircraft guns and the ma- 
chine was soon swallowed up in the 
morning haze. By rising a couple of 
thousand feet on a day of good visi- 
bility British aria] observers have 
spotted the mechanical army equip- 
ment of the Italians four and five 
miles away. The blackshirts have a 
formidable array of tanks and armored 
cars standing in readiness. Five hun- 
dred whippet tanks, I was told, were 
there on December 22. Since that 
time at least one whole division, a 
mechanized division, has arrived. 


I pretended that this technical su- 
periority worried me and [ said to a 
captain from Lanchashire: “If ever 
they came over, you wouldn’t be able 
to hold them up long. You don’t 
have half the men they have.” 


“You forget the Egyptian customs 
service,” he answered. “They can 
hol. up the Almighty, not to speak 
of Balbo or Friend Doochay!” ‘he 
Italians have easily twice as much 
equipment as the British and_ the 
Egyptians combined in the western 
desert, except in bombing planes. 


I was anxious to get into conversa- 
tion with the water carriers at Ram- 
la. But there exists a tacit under- 
standing that no Italian soldier must 
be questioned so long as _ hostilities 
have not broken out. The Egyptian 
patrols kept up a strict surveillance. 
It would not have taken much to 
create an incident. The Egyptian sol- 
dier is like the Turk; he never jokes. 


The most remarkable feature of the 
all-day long coming and going of the 
Italia water carts was the total ab- 
sence of British officers. They never 
showed themselves. ‘“‘Where are 
they?” I questioned. 


“Thi is the day the gentlemen de- 
vote to their correspondence. The U. 
O. is developing snapshots in his tent. 
For the Holy Paul’s sake, don’t you 
go disturbing him!” warned an Irish 
non-com. 


I had luck in getting an automobile 
to carry me out from Aboukir, near 
Alexandria, to El Sollum. We cov- 
ered the distance in 10 hours. Dur- 
ing my two days’ stay in the camp 
somebody commandeered the car and 
all I could get back was a camel. 
There is a sura in the Koran which 
tells the believers to take note how 
wonderfully those beasts are made by 
Allah and how comfortably the sons 
of the Prophet can ride on their back. 
This passage in Arabic holy writ 
makes me wonder whether Moham- 
med or whoever wrote tbat sura ever 
sat two days straight on a camel. 
The Greek pharmacist who sold me 
the ointment said not to worry if lL 
couldn’: sleep, but to put more on 
all the time. [ am still at it.

| NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

STREAMLINGING WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The snappiest piece 

of legislative speeding exhibited in congress 
lately was performed on the pending Robinson-Patman business regula- 
tion bill. It was a complete answer to everyone who has been complain- 
ing about congressional red tape. 

Few senators had even heard of the bill, except by hearsay, until they 
half awoke a few days ago and found it proposing something vaguely 
reminiscent of NRA, and ready for passage. No one knew exactly how it 
got up front like that. Probably no one will ever find out for sure, but 
enough can be discovered to indicate the progress that has lately been 
made in lawmaking. 

Congress is developing a technique for streamlining bills in con- 


formity to the rest of the streamlined world. 

AMPLIFICATION A bill generally like this one was proposed last 
May by Democratic Floor Leadér Robinson and 

Representative Patman jointly. It was framed to hit chain stores by 

letting the Federal Trade Commission clamp down on their trade prac- 

tices which cheapen prices. 

Exactly where the original draft came from is a matter of speculation. 
But if you lay one finger on a certain group of wholesalers who rep- 
resent about 15 per cent of that industry, and the other on the Federal 
Trade Commission, you will not be far wrong. 

That bill snoozed without hearings in the senate judiciary committee 
for eight months. It emerged February 3, with the whole original bill 
stricken out and a completely new bill inserted. 

Then senators sat up and took notice that it would regulate, not 
only chain stores, but apparently “any person engaged in commerce” 
in the United Statés, which would include all businessmen and all who 
think they are businessmen. | : 


SIRE The new draft had been composed in private by Senator Marvel 

Logan. Logan reported it was a sound measure and should not 
be delayed to hear what others might think of it. Investigations of the 
same subject (but not of this bill) had been conducted by the house, 
FTC and others. 

Doubtful senators reached for their congressional directoriés and 
noticed that Senator Logan’s biography indicated his business experience 
had been gained as chairman of the board of trustees of Brownville, 
which, apparently, is a town in Kentucky. Also he had been grand sire 
of the sovereign grand lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
as well as a noted Kentucky judge. 

If it had been a point of law, the senate would have followed him 
blindly. But, as all New Dealers contend, even six members of the 
supreme court were recently wrong on AAA, so you have to be careful 
these days. Objecting republican senators prevented the passage of the 
bill to form an independent personal opinion about how much business 


it would regulate. 


TELEPHONE VOTING The doubters became even more dubious 


when they heard a cloakroom story about 
how the bill was voted out of the senate judiciary committee. At that 
particular committee meeting, only two or three senators were present. 
You know how busy legislators always are. 

The sires of the bill needed at least nine votes to take action, so they 
got on the telephone. They collected enough telephonic proxies to 
accumulate 12 favorable votes on a bill which may be the best ever writ- 
ten, but which would regulate “any person engaged in commerce.” 

Unquestionably, if this new modegnization method prevails, congress 
need not assemble at all, but can vote by telephone. Unfortunately, it 
probably will not prevail. There are always people standing in the path 


of progress. 


SEEDS You may have noticed that congress has made less progress 
toward discontinuing seed loans. That phase of farm relief 
started in the drouth of 1930. There is no drouth this year, but con- 
gress is currently providing $50,000,000 for seed loans anyway. 
Agriculture Secretary Wallace is quietly against it. Also a lot of 
congressmen promised last year that they would never do it again. It 
does not fit in with the crop curtailment theory they are all promoting. 
However, this is a campaign year. 


NOTES Smiles are generally outlawed in the supreme court, but a few

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


We live vver our place of business, 
writes a northern correspondent, and 
wouder if there is any danger to the 
children’s health, from the gas tanks 
and the service station garage. 

There is no particular danger from 
the gasoline storage tanks, aside from 
fire and explosion, but living over & 
garage where automobile engines are 
run for a few moments at times, either 
to warm them up or for tuning or 
other repair or adjustment, involves 
risks to health and life. 

Even in a garage where nobody 
lives upstairs or in adjoining apart- 
ments it should be an inflexible rule, 
if not a law, that an engine shall not 
be started nor allowed to run when the 
garage doors are closed, unless @ 
tlexible pipe is first attached to the 
exhaust and carried out of doors, to 
protect workers or patrons from the 
danger of carbon monoxide gassing. 

Garage buildings, particularly small 
private garages, are generally con- 
structed cheaply and without much 
regard for ventilation. There is such 
a narrow margin between safety and 
a harmful or a fatal pollution of air 
with monoxide gas, that no one can 
afford to take a chance. It is best 
to be a crank about avoiding such 
pollution, insisting on wide open doors 
whenever an engine is started or run 
in the garage. 

Carbon monoxide gas is odorless, 
gives no warning, often causes the vic- 
tim to “freeze,” to become helpless 
for the brief moment when he realizes 
something is wrong, and so he slumps 
down and quietly succumbs to the 
gas. It is not itself poisonous, but it 
combines with the hemoglobin of the 
red corpuscles to form carbon-monox- 
id-hemoglobin which prevents the 
hemoglobin from carrying oxygen to 


, the cells and tissues. Oxygen starva- 


tion, in other words. Carbon-monox- 
id-hemoglobin is a comparatively 
stable compound and therefore it is 
difficult to replace it with oxyhemo- 
globin; that is, the blood wili not 
readily take up oxygen and carry it 
to the cells and tissues when it is sat- 
urated with earbou-monoxid, Artifi- 
cial respiration alone is of little value 


in monoxide gassing; it is essential

Small 
animals such as mice, rabbits, are 
more quickly overcome than children, 
A canary is most sensitive and may 
be carried to warn of dangerous satu- 
ration of the air with monoxide. 

As little as 10 parts of monoxide 
in 10,000 parts of air will cause head- 


|ache and other symptoms; 15 te 2 


parts will produce dangerous symp- 
toms. 

Characteristic symptoms of monox- 
ide gassing are tightness across fore 
head, headache, flushing of face, throb- 
bing in temples, dizziness, weakness, 
nausea, fainting, loss of consciousness,

That constitution also provides: 
“No money shall be drawn from the 
treasury except by appropriation 
made by law.” 

Applying Principles to Facts.

Regardless of these charges and 
counter-charges, the burning question 
remains, “What was the duty of the 
Governor in that emergency?” 

Duty of the Governor. 

It was clearly in his power to con- 
tinue the administration of the gov- 
ernment by calling the general as- 
sembly into special session. and to 
limit it to the enactment of an ap- 

ropriation bill. 
r The state was certainly faced with 
an “extraordinary” situation and the 
power to avoid disruption of the 
state’s finances was specifically given 
him by the constitution. He not 
onlv had the power, but he was un- 
der obligation to meet the emergency 
in the manner provided by the con- 
stitution instead of seeking some Un- 
disclosed dictatorial method of his 
Tt ‘e no answer to that charge to 
savy that the constitution nowhere 
expressly requires the governor to 
eall an extraordinary session. Che 
duty to do so when such an emer- 
gency arises, can not be renounced 
or evaded. Our supreme court has 
ruled that the power fo prohibit 
legislation may be derived from the 
constitution by implication as well 
as by express provision. The con- 
verse is also true that power to the 
legislature or the governor to act 
may be established by implication as 
well as by express provision. In 
other words, implication may empower 
as well as prohibit, and may impose 
a duty in either case. 

Huey-siana and Tal-madg-ia. 

From all indications gathered from 
statements in the press, our Gover- 
nor. intends to combine in himself 
executive and legislative functions, 
and shut his eyes to what the ju- 
diciary may have to say after the 
coup has been executed. 

Even Huey Long, the most daring 
of American dictators, had respect 
enough for law and public opinion to

Such disrespect for the law as 
shown by our chief executive de-

Perhaps our governor may yet seek

Dangers of Japanese-Russian War 


Described in Lecture by Sokolsky 


On. the heels of a threatening Japa- 
nese-Mongolian clash, dangers of Ja- 
pan and Russia going to war over an 
“invisible” boundary lime were de- 
scribed last night by George Sokol- 
sky, noted news commentator of 


the far east, in an address over the 
Town Hall Intime program, intimate 
celebrity series, at the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s Club. At the same time he said 
he personally saw -“‘nothing in the 
situation to cause war” between Ja- 
pan and the United States. 

Sokolsky pointed out how Japan 
has not “nominally,” Sut “influential- 
ly;” ‘taken the northern part of China. 

“Russia is still on the boundary and 
Japan may have to fight,” he said. 
“If ever a war was not wanted, it's 
this one, but unfortunately it is one 
of those depending on a ‘boundary.’ ”’ 

The noted political writer was pre- 
sented to his audience by Clark How- 
ell Sr., editor. and president of The 
Constitution. For the most part Sokol- 
sky reviewed the histories of China 
and Japan for the last 85 years. He 
briefly described the present situa- 
tions of those countries and Rvyssia. 

Describing the situation in the far 
east as “awkward and unhealthy,” 
Sokolsky pointed out the danger of 
the United States warring with Ja- 
pan because of the latter’s desire to 
own property in the Philippines. 
Though, he said he personally saw 
no reasons for the two countries fight- 
ing, he advised this country “to hold 
on to the Philippines.” 

“If Japan gets into the Philippines, 
there will come in this country an 
‘emotional’ cause for war,” he said. 

He meant by that, he explained, 
that this country had taken pride “in 
giving the Philippines independence.” 
He said fhe Philippines had not par- 
independence, and 
there was no “principle” in giving it 
to them, but “politics.” 

In reviewing the histories of China 
and Japan, the speaker pointed out 
how quickly Japan became a “modern, 
nationalistic, capitalistic state,” and 
China had not. He said in “100 years 
China couldn’t develop a ‘modern’ 
system of government.” As a result

CATHOLIC, JEWISH BAN 
INTENSIFIED BY NAZIS 


Priest. Ie Given: Joell ‘Term 
for ‘Misuse’ of 
® Pulpit. 


(Copyright, 1936, by United Press.) 

BERLIN, Feb. 13.—(UP)—Nazi 
Germany’s campaign against Catholic 
and Jewish “enemies of the state” 
was intensified today. Albert im- 
mel, a Catholic. priest, was sentenced 
to a year in prison by a special court 
at Frankfort on charges of “misusing 
the pulpit” and “malignantly attack- 
ing the nazi party and the state.” 

The sentence was the most severe 
of the recent series of cases against 
priests and Protestant ministers 
charged with political offenses. 

Simultaneously it became known 
that the secret police—the dreaded 
gestapo—had deported 38 foreigners 
to Austria, several of whom were 
charged with minor offenses, 

The Catholic priest sentenced to- 
day was said to hold a clerical of- 
fice in Italy. The alleged offenses 
of which he was convicted were com- 
mitted when he visited relatives in 
——— last September and Octo- 
er. 

Denies Expulsion Keport. 

A report that a decree providing 
fo- expulsion from Germany of all 
Jews and for confiscation of their 
property had been prepared for Adolf 
Hitler’s signature was roundly de- 
nied by a government spokesman. The 
report, published abroad, said Hitler 
was delaying signing the decree due 
to opposition of his advisers who urged 
him to await completion of the Olym- 
pic games at which Germany is host 
to the world. 

Although Germany outwardly is 
quiet, internal tension seems to be in- 


creasing. The sudden outbreak of | 
nazi activity generally is explained 
by widespread dissension within the, 


The renewed drive on Catholics and 
Jews came as a surprise, as it was 
expected the nazis would restrain 
themselves to the utmost during the 
Olympics. 

Wholesale arrests of Catholics, the 
intense anti-Jewish feeling caused by 
the assassination of Wilhelm Gust- 
loff, the added power given General 
Hermann Goering’s secret police and 
the announced intention of Baldur 
Von Schirach to press the whole of 
German youth into nazi organizations 
before the end of the year show the 
recrudescence of nazi radicalism. 

Anticipate Ruthlessness. 

The general public anticipated a 
more ruthless handling of the Jews 
as result of Gustloff’s murder. This 
feeling was prevalent even before Hit- 
ler’s speech at Gustloff’s bier. but 
observers attribute the anti-Catholic 
campaign and increased activity of 
the secret police to the fact Germany 
has not fared so well in international | 
dealings recently, while the nations |

The upturn tended to 
clear the general situation by making 
a good market for cold storage eggs 
and placing storage dealers in better 
mood for buying more fresh eggs for 
storage this spring.
